"'Porto Rico, one of the moat charm 
fag of the iilaada of the western 
tropics, ia almost a foreign mission 
field in the home land. There are 
MW,000 inhabitant* ta Porto Rico, 
'the large majority ot whom live in 
vural diatrlots and know little or 
nettling of Christ's real redemptive 
>w<wrk. 

"Until fourteen year* ago the doors 
y»t this beautiful itiaud were cioaed 
oxaept to Spain and the Roman 
Catholic church, Soma ou« has 
•aid that her •xotustvanesa waa al- 
Maoat equal to that of auoient Juda- 
ism; no independence or religious 
liberty was allowed. But the door 
-was opened in 1808, when the island 
■ t>a*89d into the hands of the United 
<Statea government, and the people 
seemed to be waiting for Proteetant 
Christianity."

DearSir:- 

In the issue of The 
Bee of Tuesday, Dec. 9tti., you per- 
mitted false statetneuts to be made 
ia regard to the Religious coudition 
in Porto Rico, wheu taken under the 
Flaar of the United Htates. 

The party who wrote the article 
showed very plainly her iKUorauce 
of history also the narrow spirit of 
bigotry. Bigotry and Iguoranoe go 
baud in hand, the one cannot be 
•operated from the other.

"Problems Encountered io 
Mining Coals in the Western 
Coal Fields of Kentucky" was, 
discussed in a paper by Newell 
G. Alford, Assistant Engineer of 
the St. Bernard Mining Com- 
pany, Earlington, Keutucky. 
The most important problems in 
the Western Kentucky field dis- 
cussed in this paper were delt 
with m the following order; 
Robbing Pillars, Air Passing 
Through Old Works, Ignition of 
No. 11 Coal In Old Workings, 
Prevention and Oxidation, Coal 
Dust, Shooting Off the Solid, 
Fatalities, Roof, Wastes 

The following paragraph is takT 
en from Mr. Alford's paper: 

''Because of the dangers at- 
tending the solid shooting of 
coal, Chief Inspector Norwood 
has repeatedly discouraged this 
practice. Twenty-two years ago. 
or to be more exact, in his re- 
port of 1891, Piof. Norwood 
Comments iu part as follows; 
"Shooting off the solid is less 
common no* than was the case 
a few yeafs ayo, when the prev- 
alence, of ting performance in- 
vited warning against it from 
this office. Coal dust is now 
(speaking of 181)1) generally ad 
mitted, by those who have 
studied the question, to be al- 
most as daugeroUB as tire damp. 
An exulobiou may occur iu any 
dust mine and the probability of 
one exists where shootius off the 
solid is practiced.' 

"This bit of past history is 
given by way of indicating the 
commendable mauuer iu which 
Kentucky's mine inspection de- 
partment has espoused tne adop 
tiou of safe aud saue mining 
methods, thus occupying the 
conspicuous place among the 
highly efficient inspection de- 
partments of the leading coal 
producing States. Thus almost 
two decades prior to the scien- 
tific investigation aud experi 
raeuts conducted to prove that 
coal dust was an explosive agent 
the Chief Inspector of Keutucky, 
together with other advanced 
thinkers, promulgated the dan- 
gers attendant upou the pretence 
coal dtwt in our nines." 



Washington, Dec. 14.— From 
the increasing number of repoits 
being received by the United 
States Bureau of Mines, of mm- 
ers rescued from death in acci- 
dents, it is becoming apparent to 
the officials that the general 
"Sifety First" movement, inau- 
gurated by the Bureau, has al- 
ready reached ■ stage of great 
effectiveness ; Hundreds of mines 
throughout the country, through 
the precept and urging of the 
Bureau have established rescue 
and first-aid crews and it is from 
these crews of volunteer heroes 
that the Bureau is almost weekly 
hearing of lives saved. Most of 
the accidents involve but a few 
men and are not chronicled in 
the newspaoers, yet in every in- 
stance the reports breathe of the 
rarest sort of heroism upou the 
part of the rescue crews. 

"Since the Bureau of Mines 
was created," said Dr. Josiph A. 
Holmes, director of the Bureau 
of Mines today, in speaking of 
this part of the work" our rescue 
meu have trained 5,000 miuers in 
the use of the modern rescue ap 
paratus and 4,000 miners in the 
principles of first-aid-to-the-in- 
jured. These constitute an army 
greater than many legious that 
won their triumphs upon the 
field of battle, for the?e men do 
not destroy life, they save life. 
They are the soldiers of human- 
ity, the minute men of pence- 

"All through the year these 
meu have been answering the 
emergency call of the mines, ia 
many insfauces rushing into the 
very jaws of death, in the faint 
hope of bringing back a father to 
his family or a young man to his 
mother. Many lives have been 
saved and a number of rescuers 
have had their names added to 
the long row of martyrs. The 
saddest incident of the year was 
when two young men gave up 
their lives at the Dawson. New 
Mexico disaster, some time ago, 
while endeavoring to rescue the 
entombed men. Their sacrifice 
was purely a voluntary matter, 
like the acts of any other rescuer. 
They died like the courageous 
men they were and there were 
other rescuers, equally as cour- 
ageous, ready and waiting to 
take their places in the ranks. 

"The bravery of the mines has 
never been questioned. There 
has never beeu a time when more 
voluteers than ueeded did not 
respond. There has always been 
u rescuer to step iuto the vacant 
place in the ranks. And wheu 
the rescuer goes to his death, he 
is not spurred on by martial mu- 
sic, the roll of drums, the crack 
of rifle fir*, like the soldier io 
war. There are no volleys of 
cheers to uerve him in the or- 
deal. His is the grim, bileut, 
desperate task in the darkness of 
the bowels of the earth- His 
inceutive is the consciousness 
that he is performing the highest 
duty that is possible for^a fellow 
man. And unlike the battle- 
field,, the world thrills for a day 
over the heroism and the sacri- 
fice of the hero and then forgets 
him. There are do battle anni- 
versaries to quicken the memory 
of the world as to his feats, no 
camp-fires of the veteran survi- 
vors to live anew the valor of the 
dead hero. 

"The world seeuis to give more 
recognitiou to the hero that dies 
in plain view of the people than 
to the man who gives up hi* life 
iu the darkness of the earth. A 
swimmer who jumps into a river

government for bravery. Amine 
rescuer whose liazird in attemp- 
ting to save iife in a strange 
mine is infinitely greater is en- 
tirely unrecognized. I dou't 
know why this is unless that in 
the e days of hero worship it if 
inevitable that real heroism 
should be overlooked.' 

"I canuot refrain here from 
paying my humble tribute to the 
bravery of the rescuers of the 
Bureau of Mines who have not 
only trained this great army of 
volunteer rescuers, but who also 
responded to the disaster call 
whenever it came. Their task, 
of enteriufc onfamiiiar mines, 
with labyrinths of darkness, and 
death on every hand, is one of 
extreme hazard, and only fit for 
the bravest of men. They and 
the volunteer rescuers from the 
coal mines are the men who up- 
hold our traditions of noble self- 
sacrifice and the courage that 
knows no flinching in the time 
of great emergency. They are 
the soldiers of the industrial army 
who rise to the sublimes! heights 
of courage when there is the life 
ot a fellow being in the balance. 
Since the Bureau was created, 
three of the Bureau's helmec men 
have met their deaths in the 
mines. I canuot say and more 
for their courage than that."

THE CHRIS T CHILD 'S MANGER. 

Pretty but Obaoleaeant Feature ef the 
Latin Chrietmaa. 

All through tbe Italian and Hunga- 
rian quarters lu New York city may be 
found traces of tbe manger at Cbrist- 
naa time. The Italians call it the 
'preseplo," which menna manger; tbe 
Hungarians the "Bethlehem." 

Tbe manger Is sn exceedingly old 
ind Interesting derotion lu tbe Catholic 
soantrles of south Europe. St Francis 
>f Assist, wbo wss born in 1182, In- 
troduced it into Italy, snd It is atlll the 
tign of Christmas in south Italy, ss 
much as holly In the windowa la the 
tign of It In New York. It Is not many 
fears alnce a carpenter could not be 
bad for weeka before Christmaa In Na- 
ples or Roma They were all busy put- 
ting up mangers In the houses of the 
qusltty. while tbe poorer folk were 
busy fsbricatlng tbelr own. 

This quaint eld derotion Is fading 
rat of the cities of the mainland, but 
In conservative Sicily tt remaine in full 
force. Brery family there still erects Its 
preseplo some time from the 1st to the 
15th of December. It Is not a manger 
alone, but a whole mountain tide, made 
»f the rough, flexible bark of the cork 
tree. Peaks sad crags and preciplcea 
•bound, with winding trails, bouses 
and caatlee of colored cardboards, for- 
ests of evergreen twigs and sometimes 
tiny pipes to furnish brooks snd lakes. 

lu the center Is the grotto, with the 
holy family within, surrounded by the 
settle. A aky of blue paper is stretch- 
ad above, with the star of Bethlehem 
apon It Over tbe bills come shepherds 
bearing gifts to tbe infant, and, though 
they are in Sicilian costume and carry 
good Sicilian cheese snd wine upon 
tbelr donkeys, they are all the more 
Interesting for that 

So met tinea tbe preseplo fills only a 
corner, aometlmes the whole side of a 
room, according to tbe meana of tbe 
family. It la kept year after year un- 
til worn out but It needs to be fresh- 
ened up each year, alwaye a welcome 
task to the mother and daughters of 
the house.

emperor of Rome, wbo reigned about 
18fi years after the birth of Christ 
After thut there are many referencea 
in blatory to meetings of the new sect 
called Christians, wbo gathered on this 
day to celebrate the blrtb of tbe Ood- 
mau It It not until a ceutury after 
the time of Commodua that we find a 
particular reference to tbe persecutions 
that the Christians underwent at the 
bsinis of the pagan emperort, culminat- 
ing In a ChrlMtmat day massacre.
